WILMINGTON - As wooded ar- 
eas are being replaced with hous- 
es and stores, a particular 
wildlife species is quickly becom- 
ing a familiar neighbor. An 
increasing number of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury residents have 
been reporting coyote sightings. 

“We've received calls from peo- 
ple all over town this year,” said 
Wilmington's Animal Control Of- 
ficer, Ellen Davis. “Residents 
from Hopkins St., Andover St. and 
Treasure Hill have reported sight- 
ings. People have called from just 
about every where in Wilming- 
ton.” 

Walter Collins, Tewksbury's Ani- 
mal Control Officer, confirmed 
that coyotes are also making ap- 
pearances in Tewksbury. “There 
were probably one or two last 
year. This year we received about 
a half a dozen calls,” informed 
Collins. “As far as I know, the coy- 
otes have never been so close to 
the population.” 

Bill Davis, Wildlife Biologist 
with the State Division of Fishery 
and Wildlife, said Wilmington and 
Tewksbury residents are not the 
only people making concerned 
phone calls. Individuals from the 
Cape to the Berkshires have 
reported coyote sightings. He 
stated that the growing number of 
sightings in the state is a result of 
the changes in their environment 
“An awareness of the [coyote] 
population is increasing in the 
state as the density is likely 
decreasing,” said Davis. 

He stressed, however, that 
changes around them will not ef- 
fect the population. “They are 
amazingly resourceful animals. 
They can adapt to a variety of 
habitats, which makes them one 
of the most successful species,” 
stated Davis. “As long as they 
have food, they will do well.” 

He explained that the Eastern 
Coyote, which are seen in Wilm- 
ington and Tewksbury are typical- 
ly larger than the Western Coy- 
otes. They weigh between 35 and 
42 pounds. According to Davis, 
they have beer. residing in the 
state for fifty years and the num- 
ber of coyotes is in the thousands. 

With the recent coyote attack of 


a toddler in Cape Cod, it would be 
expected that residents would be 
cautious of their new neighbors 
But, Ellen Davis said that it is 
very uncommon for a coyote to 
attack someone. “They are gener- 
ally shy animals and do not want 
run-ins with people,” she stated. 

Their prey include mice, rabbits 
and cats, among other animals. 
Ellen Davis gave a clear warning 
to pet owners, “Make sure all your 
pets are closed in at night.” She 
witnessed the damage a coyote 
can do after she left a goose out- 
side her home over night. Accord- 
ing to Davis, she brought a goose 
with an injured wing home last 
week and found only the bird’s 
bones remaining in the morning. 
“Judging by the paw prints, I 
think it was eaten by a coyote,” 
she added. 

Keeping your trash closed tight- 
ly and not feeding pets outside 
can also decrease the chances of a 
coyote roaming onto your proper- 
ty.

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The time has come 
to meet the train

Wilmington Town Center stands on the threshold of revital- 
ization, and naturally with change there is skepticism. But 
realistically, are there any other viable options on the table 
presently or in the near future that compare to the MBTA’s 
plan for a $5.2 million commuter rail station for the bustling 
center of the community? 

The recently unveiled 30 percent design of the station not 
only promises to be a more commuter friendly and functional 
station with its handicapped parking, drop-off area, and 227- 
space parking facility, but also includes landscaping with 
shrubb. and a tree-lined background to mask the abutting 

lastic: tory. Other esthetically pleasing plans include the 

installation of new sidewalks, curbing and acorn-style 
streetlamps to adorn the walkway. Although some residents 
have voiced disapproval of the proposed design arguing that 
upgrading the stretch of Route 38, which some elected offi- 
clals have referred to as an “eyesore” and “no-man’s land,” 
cannot be acheived by simply razing the area and layj 
asphalt, sufficient parking is needed. Daily farepayers shoul 
not have to scour the center or nearby neighborhoods for a 
parking spot. 

Arguments against the proposed plan have also led to the 

uestion of who will maintain the parking facility to ensure 
that Wilmington is not burdened with an unsightly and 
neglected lot smack in the heart of the community. The 
answer, according to dialogue at the various meetings that 
have taken lace between the transportation authority and 
town officials over the past months is the MBTA itself. 
ocording to Rep. James Miceli, who spoke in favor of the 
project at a recent selectmen’s meeting, language will be 
inserted to make the responsibility for regular maintenance 
fall on the MBTA rather than the town. 

While town officials-and MBTA Project Manager William 
Howell may not see eye to eye in regards to the town’s wishes 
that the authority undergo a site-plan review process, Howell 
has agreed to participate in an informal process with the 
Planning Board so as to not conflict with MBTA policy and at 
the same time receive input and iron out sticking points with 
the town. “I will go informally and work out any problems,” 
assured Howell at last week's meeting. 

And what of the local businesses currently residing on the 
picnosed rail station site? The MBTA has agreed to relocate 

hose that wish to move. Provided that these property owners 
get a fair shake from the MBTA, and rightly so as tax payers 
with many years of serving the community, the town should 
take advantage of this opportunity to run this project in 
tandem with other major construction, such as the upcoming 
installation of town sewer lines. 

While the Board of Selectmen have voted to back the 
project contingent upon the MBTA’s participation in the 
informal site-plan review, let’s hope that in the coming weeks 
Wilmington doesn’t miss the train on what appears to be a 
logical first step in the process of rejuvinating a town center 

badly in need of a facelift.

As a member of the Ames Pond 
Neighborhood Association, I sup- 
port the group’s position that the 
magnitude of the proposed Ames 
Pond Corporate Center project will 
negatively impact the North Tewks- 
bury area for the following rea- 
sons: 

The two buildings you want to 
build will be the third and fourth 
buildings ona single lot, yetthe law 
permits only one building per lot. 

Regarding your estimate of ad- 
ditional tax revenue the town will 
supposedly receive, you have not 
taken into account the costs the 
town will have to incur in addi- 
tional support services, increased 
maintenance and insurance costs, 
and decreased tax revenues due to 
declining property values and taxes 
for the surrounding residences. 

Until you have a tenant for these 
buildings, how can yousay that you 
are bringing new jobs to the area? 
Unless your tenant is a start up 
company, most existing companies 
that relocate bring their own staff 
with them. ¢ 

Your owntrafficstudy concludes 
that the impact of 800 plus cars per 
day will NOT improve the traffic 
situation in North Tewksbury. The 
traffic will either stay the same or 
get worse. Also, your study does not 


tell us how the surrounding roads 
such as Livingston, Kendall and 
Pinnacle will be affected. You keep 
referring to the prior owner's plans 
and how your plan is better. Well, 
Met Life’s permit has lapsed - be- 
sides it was approved long ago in a 
different marketplace. It has no 
bearing on this project whatsoever. 

Except for conceding a few wet- 
land flags, and offering more trees 
to buffer the project, you have not 
taken our requests seriously and 
have not made any significant 
changes whatsoever. With your 
current proposal this site will be so 
overcrowded that environmental 
damage to the Ames Pond area is 
inevitable.

Bow hunting is cruelty to animals i 


Dear Editor: 

The state Fisheries and Wildlife 
Board, which is controlled by hunt- 
ing extremists, has once again 
thumbed its nose at the people of 
Massachusetts by instituting inhu- 
mane and inappropriate wildlife 
policies. Its latest offensive was to 
extend the length of the bow hunt- 
ing season by three weeks - dou- 
bling its length - in the eastern part 
of the Commonwealth. 

Ithas advocated this policy even 
though voters rejected inhumane 
hunting and trapping practices and 
called for reform of the Board by 
overwhelmingly approving Ballot 
Question One in November 1996. 

Archery equipment is considered 
the least effective - and the most 
cruel - of all hunting equipment. A 
study conducted by the Texas Parks 
and Wildlife Department, one of 
the nation’s staunchest pro-hunt- 
ing state agencies, concluded that 
50 percent of deer struck by arrows 
are wounded and not retrieved by 
hunters.

Is it truly ADHD? 


What is Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder? We hear so 
much from so many. The expert “It can be due to many factors, 
such as neurological, dietary, genetic, or environmental.” These are 
all possibilities, but which is the right one? Which one do we choose 
so that we can begin meaningful therapy? Suffering and confusion 
can't afford wasted time. Ask the parent who is faced with this 
dilemma. He/she must ask: Do I medicate my child? Do I see a 
dietitian or what type of psychotherapist do I seek out? Then again, 
it is truly A.D.H.D. This should be the first agenda 

Nothing is conclusive or absolute. However, the more we know the 
better the chance of success. A good place to start is with the 
symptoms that define this disorder. 

. Often fidgets with hands or feet or squirms in seat 
2. Has difficulty remaining seated 
3. Is easily distracted by external stimuli 
. Has difficulty awaiting turn in games or groups 
. Often blurts out answers to questions 
Has difficulty following through on instructions 
Has difficulty sustaining attention in tasks or play 
. Often shifts from one unfinished activity to another 

9. Has difficulty playing quietly 

10. Often talks excessively 

11. Often interrupts or intrudes on others 

12. Often does not listen to what is being said 

13. Often loses things necessary for tasks or for school 

14. Often engages in physically dangerous activities 

These symptoms are no mystery. We see and experience them 
every day with our children. Just to be a child, is to act out most of 
these symptoms. Children by nature are fearful of failure, impatient, 
unstructured, and many lack discipline. These make every child a 
possible candidate for A.D.H.D. whose criteria are: Inattention, 
Impulsivity, and Overactivity. For too long medication has been

prescribed as the first solution, and the only solution, closing doors 
to any other possible solution 

Ifa child doesn’t believe in himself he will not take that extra step 
to achieve. He will be fearful to try and fail, because this will add to 
his feelings of inadequacy. If this fear is combined with anxiety, it 
can speed up thinking as well as activity level. This can result in a 
lack of control and inappropriate behaviors 

These 14 symptoms are human reactions that are affected by 
emotions and situations. Psychological factors such as lack of 
confidence, discouragement, depression, and rejection also affect 
each category. If these negative factors can exacerbate the problem 
then proper conditions can reduce the problem 

The first step is to change and diminish these 14 symptoms that 
define A.D.H.D. However, you must become conscious of the dynam- 
ies of cause and effect that gives reason to an outcome. By observing 
and becoming more knowledgeable you develop a greater under- 
standing and tolerance. This gives you the opportunity to help your 
child. This concern and involvement will in itself start the healing 
process. Be aware, keep asking yourself why? Why does my child 
relate differently to a seemingly same situation? If so, find our why. 
What made the difference between the child not wanting to get 
involved and then performing the same task and enjoying it. Certain 
incidents will usually bring on defiance, then why at times compli- 
ance? Look for the possible elicitors such as; peer or parent pressure, 
expecting too much, possibility of failure, or exposure to his weak 
areas. It’s also important to realize the degree and extend of this 
malady. After all, we all, at times experience these symptoms 

For the past 28 years I have observed and worked with hundreds 
of children showing A.D.H.D. symptoms. I have found that most of 
these children could be slowed down, and their attention span 
Sorsiderably improved. In each case it was because conditions were 
right 

Some of the techniques that worked were; Never expose the 
Sensitive child to a group unless he is prepared and can truly 
contribute, prepare or avoid any person who might be critical or 
expecting too much, Giving the child every opportunity to show what 
he knows before exposing him to areas he doesn’t know. Allow your 
child to fail'with dignity. 

Above all, let us not forget the influence of parents and teachers 
and their difficult job. Therapy can truly begin when parents and 
teachers become the healers. After all, they have the greatest 
concern, involvement an authority. What is needed is to go beyond 
our good intent to realize our possible negative contributions. 
Regardless of your sincerity, if you have been overcorrective, over 
protective, expecting more than the child can give, allotting no

BOSTON (AP) — Massachu- 
setts cities and towns and 
regional school districts will 
get $368.1 million more from 
the state this fiscal year over 
last year, a 9.7 percent in- 
crease that will bring the total 
aid to nearly $4.2 billion, state 
officials said. 

The record-breaking levels 
of local aid come because the 
state is nearing the end of a 
multiyear program to increase 
funding for education. 

The state is also returning 
more money from the state lot- 
tery to cities and towns. During 
tough fiscal times, the state 
had begun to siphon away 
some of that money.

“The Legislature tmade a 
commitment to more than dou- 
ble state spending on education 
over a seven-year period” and 
to increase the return of money 
from the state lottery, said 
Senate President Thomas 
Birmingham, D-Chelsea. 

“By keeping those promises. 
we have ensured that the cities 
and towns of the com- 
monwealth have billions more 
to invest in improving the 
caliber of education and quali- 
ty of life in Massachusetts,” 
Birmingham said Monday. 

“These funds help fulfill a 
promise made to our public 
schools and to our children,” 
said acting Gov. Paul Cellucci. 

As recently as the 1993 fiscal 
year, the state was sending 
back only about $2.5 billion in 
local aid. 

The Department of Revenue 
is in the process of notifying 
the communities of what their 
aid numbers are on_ their 
“cherry sheets,” the nickname 
they got because they were tra- 
ditionally printed on cherry- 
colored paper.

awaited the arrival of the state 
aid figures with dread, said 
Geoff Beckwith, executive 
director of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association. 

With the economy dead in 
the water and the state’s 
finances rocky, those were lean 
years when cities and towns, 
short on funds, might have to 
cut back on police officers or 
firefighters or in other areas. 

en the cherry sheets 
came, you didn’t want to open 
it up. ... For those who remem- 
ber the bad old days, it’s an ex- 
tremely welcome turnaround,” 
Beckwith said. 

Beckwith said his group, 
however, still has some con- 
cerns about how the education 
reform formula distributes 
money across the state. 

Most of the communities 
saw increases, but a few saw 
decreases, mostly reflecting 
the end of state reimbursement 
for a school building project, 
said Frederick Kingley, a DOR 
official. 

Education aid alone in- 
creased from about $1.3 billion 
in fiscal 1993 to about $2.6 bil- 
lion in fiscal 1999, which began 
on July 1.

A Massachusetts Hunter Educa- 
tionCertificate is provided to course 
graduates 15 years or older. Stu- 
dents, ages 10-14, may participate 
and receive a ‘letter of Completion” 

‘to meet out-of-state licensing re- 
quirements. 

‘Parental permission is required 
of all students under 18 years of 
age. Students must attend every 
session. Adults, as well as younger 
‘men and women, are encouraged to 
attend. 

Each year volunteer instructors 
and Massachusetts Environmental 
Police Officers hold over 100 hunter 
éducation courses throughout the 
state. The state certificate issued at 
these classes serves two legal pur- 


poses. First, this.card allows young 
men and women between 15 and 17 
years old to hunt alone on their first 
Massachusetts hunting license. Sec- 
ondly, the certificate is necessary 
for either adults or minors to pur- 
chase a hunting license in all U.S. 
States and Canadian provinces. 

As of January 1, 1997 hunter 
education is mandatory for all first 
time license buyers in Massachu- 
setts. Many experienced hunters 
participate to qualify out-of-state 
licenses.

The Bemis Bridge is located 
adjacent to U.S. Route 302 in 
Hart’s Location, across from the 
Notchland Inn. The grant was 
applied for last year. 

The Bemis Bridge provides 
public access to the historic 
Davis Path, a popular hiking 
trail leading into the 
Presidential Dry River 
Wilderness Area, and used by 
hikers, sighters of all ages, 
including many youth groups. 

Originally built in 1845 by 
Nathaniel Davis, son-in-law of 
the legendary Abel Crawford 
(one of the first innkeepers of 
the White Mountains, and after 
whose family Crawford Notch is 
named), the Davis Path rises a 
vertical mile from its start at 
the Bemis Bridge and Saco 
River (elev. 1000 feet), to the 
summit of Mount Washington 
(elev. 6288 feet).

“Replacement of this bridge 
is crucial to the continued public 
access to the Davis Path,” cau 
tioned Dindorf. 

Not surprisingly, there are 
many current and former resi- 
dents within the Daily Times 
Chronicle/Middlesex East 
Supplement readership area 
who have walked across the 
Bemis Bridge over the years, 
many sporting backpacks and 
hiking boots. 

“I've walked across that old 
bridge more times than I can 
remember.

$47,000 commitment. 

To assist the fund, the AMC 
has pledged $20,000 toward the 
bridge replacement effort. H. 
Edmund Bergeron, civil engi- 
neers of North Conway, are 
donating design services. Also 
working on the design were stu- 
dents from the University of 
New Hampshire engineering 
department. The U.S. Forest 
Service is also contributing to 
the design of the new bridge. 

Dindorf said the new bridge 
will be a single span, 164 feet 
long. 

Dindorf said once the remain- 
ing 20 percent is raised, the 
committee expects to place the 
project out to bid. Construction, 
he added, could begin next 
spring.

Austin Preparatory School 
was recently honored for innova- 
tive classroom technology pro- 
grams with one of six $5000 
grants awarded by the Peter J. 
Stulgis Memorial Fund. 

The winning grant proposal 
was submitted by Dr. David 
Boschetto, a long-time mathe- 
matics instructor at Austin 
Prep, and was among more than 
36 applications being considered 
by the fund. The grant will be 
used to purchase a computer 
and display unit for a mathe- 
matics classroom, in order to 
explain and demonstrate 
geometric principles and inves- 
tigations using the Geometer’s 
Sketchpad. Sketchpad is a 
dynamic geometry software 


package, which allows the stu- 
dent to construct geometric fig- 
ures easily, to make changes in 
those figures systematically and 
to measure the figures quickly. 

It makes a large part of the 
study of high school geometry 
investigative, as students are 
expected to synthesize conjec- 
tures about the nature of geo- 
metric figures before doing the 
more complicated task of prov- 
ing theorems.

“According to a report drafted 
by Curriculum Coordinator Rick 
Hawkins, of the students who 
successfully completed summer 
courses in math, English, or 
both, only 40 percent passed 
English the following year dur- 
ing their first semester at the 
high school, and only 17 percent 
received passing grades in 
math. By the third quarter, 50 
percent of the participating stu- 
dents had achieved passing 
grades in English, with 60 per- 
cent passing math. The report 
also stated that poor attendance 
played a major role in the stu- 
dents failing. 

“Hawkins said that data con- 
firms that retaining students 
does not usually work, but 
added that promoting students 
without the understanding and 
knowledge to be successful at 
the next level may also ensure 
failure and sends the wrong 
message. 

“Lack of readiness that goes 
unresolved may doom these stu- 
dents to a lifetime of academic 
failure, low motivation, behav- 
ioral problems, and may indi- 
rectly lower expectations for all 
students,’ Hawkins said. 

“Committee Chairman 
Edward Dick said that he would 
support the program for another 
year, but remained concerned 
about the effectiveness of the 
four-week session....”

Around a garden 


Build a stone wall 


If you live in an area where 
stones are abundant, a low 
stone wall can add an attrac- 
tive rustic touch to your yard 
or garden. The building pro- 
cess ‘s relatively simple, but be 
warned, lifting and hauling the 
stones can be hard work. 

A stone wall can be random, 
using uncut, roughly dressed or 
dressed stones in uneven 
courses, or it can be regular, 
with stones fitted tightly in 
level courses. 

Stone walls can be laid with 
or without mortar, If you've 
never built one before, begin 
with a dry stone wall (without 
mortar) no more than 3 feet 
high. Because dry stone walls 
move with the freeze-thaw 
cycles, they are more flexible 
than mortared ones. Dry stone 
walls need no concrete footing

and require an excavation of 
only about 6 inches. 

Buying stones can be ex- 
pensive. But in rocky areas, 
you may be able to find all the 
stones you need free for the 
hauling, either on your own 
property or in nearby fields. 
Remember to ask permission 
before removing stones from 
public or someone else’s prop- 
erty. 


Look for stones with a solid 
base, a flat top, and one or 
more straight sides. For wall 
ends and corners, you'll need a 
supply of stones with two flat 
sides that meet at close to a 
right angle. Large stones will 
speed a project but can be 
tiring to handle. Try to stick to

CAUTION: When lifting 
heavy stones, bend your knees, 
keep your back straight and let 
your legs do most of the work. 

Make sure your source is ac- 
cessible to a trailer or pickup 
truck, and be careful not to 
overload the vehicle. Deposit 
the stones as close as possible 
to your site. 

Gravity holds well-built dry 
stone walls together and pulls 
apart poorly laid ones. Here 
are some guidelines to help you 
work effectively with gravity 
and maximize the friction be- 
tween the stones: 

- Place the course on firm, 
level ground, using stakes and 
level lines to guide the con- 
struction. Place larger, more

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irregular stones on the bottom, 
digging as needed. 

- Tilt the stones slightly 
toward the center of the wall. 
Plan to taper the faces of a 
wall inward a minimum of 1 
inch for every 2 feet. 

- Fit each stone so that it 
contacts the adjacent stones in 
as many places as possible. 

~ Place the stones “one over 
two,” staggering vertical joints 
by laying one stone over the 
joint between the two below. 

~ For stability, make the 
wall at least two stones thick, 
(A wall 3 feet high should be 
about 2 feet thick). 

- Use a bonding (or tie) 
stone every 10 square feet. 
These stones, ideally as long as 
the wall is thick, are laid 
crossways to hold the stones to- 
gether. 

- Turn corners by overlap- 
ping long and short stones
